with a non-tip portion of a human finger or thumb on which the device is attached ; 

a resilient strap for removably attaching said housing to the [[a]] human finger or 
thumb; and 

wherein when activated, a portion of the emitted light is normal to the human finger 
or thumb. 

2. (original) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 1 wherein the light 
source is a light emitting diode. 

3. (original) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 1 wherein the 
power source is a lithium battery. 

4. (currently amended) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 1 
wherein th e m e ans for i nt e rm i tt e ntly a ct i vating th e l ight source compris e s applying pressure 
to a button expos e d n e ar a first e nd of said housing such that said the button causes the 
power source to activate the light source as long as the pressure is applied to the button.

7. (original) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 1 further comprising 
a flesh-colored sheath for covering said housing. 

8. (original) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 1 wherein the 
housing is translucent.

a housing containing a light source and a power source; 

a button extending from a bottom portion of the housing such that the button is in 
contact with a non-tip portion of a human finger or thumb on which the device is attached 
n e ar on e end of th o hous i ng whereby applying pressure to said button closes an open 
electrical circuit to activate said light source;

attaching one or more intermittently activated lighting devices to fingers or thumbs, 
said attaching being facilitated by a resilient strap; and 

applying intermittent pressure to a button extending from a bottom portion of a 
housing, wherein the button is in contact with a non-tip portion of the fingers or thumbs on 
which the one or more lighting devices are attached, thereby intermittently activating the at 
on e e nd of a hous i ng of on e or mor e of th e li ghting d e v i c e s such that one or more light 
sources ar e int e rm i tt e nt l y act i v a t e d and wherein a portion of the emitted light from the one 
or more light sources is normal to the fingers or thumbs. 

16. (original) The method of claim 15 wherein the light source is a light emitting 
diode. 

17. (original) The method of claim 15 wherein the light source is powered by a 
battery. 

1 8. (original) The method of claim 1 5 wherein the device has a flesh-colored tone. 

19. (currently amended) An intermittently activated lighting device comprising: 
a housing; 

a light source within said housing; 
a power source within said housing; 

means for intermittently activating said light source , wherein said means comprises 
a button extending from a bottom portion of the housing such that the button is in contact 
with a non-tip portion of a human finger or thumb on which the device is attached ; 

two or more flexible members for removably attaching said housing to the [[a]] 
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human finger or thumb; and 

wherein when activated, a portion of the emitted light is normal to the human finger 
or thumb. 

20. (previously presented) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 19 
wherein the light source is a light emitting diode. 

21. (previously presented) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 19 
wherein the power source is a lithium battery. 

22. (currently amended) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 19 
wherein th e m ea ns for i nt e rm i tt e ntly act i vating th e l ight sourc e compr i s e s applying pressure 
to a button expos e d noar a first e nd of sa i d hous i ng such th at sa i d the button causes the 
power source to activate the light source as long as the pressure is applied to the button. 

23. (previously presented) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 19 
wherein the flexible members are metallic. 

24. (previously presented) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 19 
further comprising a flesh-colored sheath for covering said housing. 

25. (previously presented) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 19 
wherein the housing is translucent. 

26. (currently amended) An intermittently activated lighting device comprising: 
a housing containing a light source and a power source; 

a button extending from a bottom portion of the housing such that the button is in 
contact with a non-tip portion of a human finger or thumb on which the device is attached 
n o ar on e e n d of the hous ing whereby applying pressure to said button closes an open 
electrical circuit to activate said light source; 

two or more flexible members for removably attaching said housing to the [[a]] 
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human finger or thumb; and 

wherein when activated, a portion of the emitted light is normal to the human finger 
or thumb. 

27. (previously presented) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 26 
wherein the light source is a light emitting diode. 

28. (previously presented) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 26 
wherein the power source is a lithium battery. 

29. (previously presented) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 26 
wherein the flexible members are metallic. 

30. (previously presented) The intermittently activated lighting device of claim 26 
further comprising a flesh-colored covering for said housing. 

31. (currently amended) A method of performing an illusion of manipulating a 
point of light comprising: 

attaching one or more intermittently activated lighting devices to fingers or thumbs, 
said attaching being facilitated by two or more flexible members; and 

applying intermittent pressure to a button extending from a bottom portion of a 
housing, wherein the button is in contact with a non-tip portion of the fingers or thumbs on 
which the one or more lighting devices are attached, thereby intermittently activating the at 
one end of a hous i ng of on e or mor e of th e lig h tin g do vic o s such that one or more light 
sources ar e i nterm i tt e ntly act i vat e d and wherein a portion of the emitted light from the one 
or more light sources is normal to the fingers or thumbs. 

32. (previously presented) The method of claim 31 wherein the light source is a light 
emitting diode. 



33. (previously presented) The method of claim 31 wherein the light source is 
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powered by a battery. 



34. (previously presented) The method of claim 31 wherein the device has a flesh- 
colored tone. 
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
